The natural gas of certain 
wells at Petrolia, in Clay county, is 
the best ever found for the extrac­ 
tion of the helium. The products of 
the wells will be piped to Fort Worth 
prepared for the balloons 
and 
dis­ 
tributed wherever the navy needs it. 
The government is now building the 
pipe line at a cost of $4,000,000. 
Helium is said to have 
approxi­ 
mately 92 per cent of the lifting pow­ 


er of hydrogen aud 
is 
non-inflam- 
able. An airship inflated with helium 
can not be brought down in flames 
and can maintain speed of an air. j 
plane. Heretofore, the gas filled bal- j 
loon was at the mercy of the quick­ 
er airplane which could set the bal-j 
loon zlazing with bullets. 
When America entered the world 
war, the British government referred 
to the United States Bureau of Mines I 
the problem of the industrial produc­ 
tion of helium. Such a substitute for 
hydrogen was known to fexlst, but its 
cost was deemed prohibitive. 
Funds for experimental work were 
given to the Bureau of Mines by the 
Joint Army and Navy Board of Rig­ 
id Airships. The 
experiment 
plant 
was erected at a cost 
af 
$250,000. 
Work progressed quickly and quiet­ 
ly. 
About the time the armistice was 
signed, it was decided industrial hel­ 
ium had been produced economically 
and efficiently at 
the 
experimental 
plant. 
Greatest secrecy was exercised by 
the government in conducting the 


experiment here. Soldiers were kept 
on guard duty day and night; a high 
fence was thrown up and no one was 
allowed to 
approach. 
Newspapers 
were cautioned by government offi­ 
cials against mentioning existence of 
I he plant. 
This injunction was not 
removed until the armistice was sign­ 
ed. The permanent plant will be in 
full operation by April I, according 
to the 
announcement

officers.
